John T. Roach, 25 years of age, profess¬ 
ional pick pocket, and barglar, the man 
the police have been searching for during 
the past year for bis complicity in the rob¬ 
bery of the Dominion Bank here on Aug. 
28,1897, was arrested in Boston, Mass, on 
VVedne^ay evening by Supi. Thornhill, of 
the Pinkerton detective acenoy and inspec¬ 
tor McGarr, of Boston. Roach is the man. 
who, according to Pare, planned the robbery 
and secured the assistance of Pare and 
Holden. 

For over a year Supt. Thornhill has 
known that Roach was living in Boston 
at intervals. lie aekod Crptain Dugan 
of the Bureau of Oiminal Investigation 
for aid, and Inspector John McGarr„ one 
of the cleverest men of the Boston office, 
was assigned to the case, p'or days and 
nights he and Supt Thornhill walked the 
streets and visited the haunts of thieves 
in search of Koach. Roach came to Bos¬ 
ton Saturday with the inteution of wed¬ 
ding the girl he loved on Thursday. 
Instead of listening to the sound of wedding 
bells he is a priaonea in the tombs. The 
plain gold ring which he had selected for 
his prospective bride is locked in the 
safe at the detective bureau, as are also his 
wedding gloves and tie. 

At the time Ilolden and Pare were 
arrested Roach was in Montreal. He 
got word of the arrest before Supt. Thorn 
hill heard Fare’s coufession, and left 
Montreal. Since that time he has been 
^erating as pickpocket in Baltimore, 
Washington, New York and Ghioago. 
Once in a while he would come to Boston. 

The Montreal police were informed of 
the arrest, aud asked to 8 ei}d a detective to 
Boston who could indentify him. De¬ 
tective Suthergill of,Montreal arrived on the 
7 o’clock train on Thursday morning. He 
saw the prisoner in the tombs and positive¬ 
ly identified him. The detective has 
known Roach for years. He says he has 
arrested him several times on the charge of 
picking pockets and once searched his 
room, where slung shots, revolvers and 
other weapons were found. 

Roach denied his identity when con- 
fioiiied by the Montreal detective, when 
• lueslijned at headqnorters. 

At ILie interview in the Tombs Roach 
eai.l that be would compel the Canadian 
Government to extradite him. Before he 
.411 i to Canada, he anys, the Government 
will have to state upon what charge they 
arc tukmg him back^for trial. He is as 
cool a prisoner as the Boston police have 
hail to deal with for a long time. Although 
only *j./ )ear 8 of age, he looks 10 years 
olili r, and i.s said by detectives to be more 
e.'.[)ericno^d than ilie majority of oriminala 
tw loe his age. 

Applicution for extradition was made in 
Montreal Thursday forenoon and as soon 
as tlie {-apers are made out they will be 
forwarded 10 Boston.

Grand Duchess Louise 
of Baden told her only daughter Prin¬ 
cess Victoria, wife of the Crown Prince 
of Sweden, never to forget that "every 
woman, whether she lives in a palace 
or a cottage, should bo a careful house¬ 
keeper and a perfect cook.” Princess 
Victoria did not forget this lesson, 
and there are few better hoysekeepers 
or cooks than she is. 

Some of the Princesses of England 
are trained nurses, and the Princess 
of Wales is a skilled bookbinder. The 
Queen Mother of Holland took c.ire 
that her only daughter, Wilhelmina, 
should be carefully instructed iu the 
domestic arts, and are as a result it 
is said that the young lady is nut 
only a good cook but also an excellent 
laundress. When she was a child her 
greatest delight was to wa.sh and iron 
her own clothes. She also learned 
how to knit, but was not patient 
enough for such work.

CLOCKS OF BYGONE DAYS. 

Iiiterentliig t’ollrrtlaii of Time IMecctt at 
erhraiubcrg, t^ermauy. 

In the tow’n of Schramborg, in the 
Black Forest district of Wurtemberg, 
Geimany, where one of the chief in¬ 
dustries is that of clock making, there 
has recently been established an in¬ 
teresting museum {.f timepieces. The 
collection displays the g;radu:ul develop¬ 
ment iu the making of d'oeks fur many 
centuries. 

Among the curiosities are many of 
great hsioricai value. 'There is an 
alarm clock constructed in lhe year 
1C8<) for lhe use of travellers, in form 
it resembles a lantern and the inter¬ 
ior is designed to hold a lighted can¬ 
dle. 

'The caudle is slowly pushed upward 
by a spring, which also (^utrols the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clips the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regu¬ 
late its light. The lantern is enclosed 
with movable sides, so that the sleep¬ 
er is not at first disturbed by the pre¬ 
sence of light. 

The alarm Is set by inserting a peg 
in the second dial plate. When the re¬ 
quired hour arrives the alarm is sound¬ 
ed, and at the same time the movable 
sides fall, flooding the room with 
light. 

Among lhe curiosities is q Japanese 
saw Clock. 'The clock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a saw’ 
formed strip of metal, ahe teeth of 
which operate the wheel of the clock¬ 
work. In another Japenee^^^ck'the 
band is attached to a weight which 
sinks once in twenty-four hours. The 
time is indicated by a hand on the per¬ 
pendicular scale. f

A despatch from Buffalo, says;— 
There is practically no change in the 
strike situation along the docks, and 
thi/ business of The port is at a stand¬ 
still An agreement was reached on 
Tuesday between Contractor Connors 
and the striking grain shoveller.s, by 
which both the men who had stood by 
the contractor and the strikers were 
to be taken into the new Grain Shovel¬ 
lers' Union. This practically settletd 
all the existing trouble, as far as the 
grain men were concerned, but as 
they have pledged themselves not to 
return to work until the grievances of 
the striking freight handlers, coal 
heavers, ore dockmeu and elevator 
machinists have been remedied, there 
i.s no telling when work on the docks 
will be resumed. In the meantime 
vesselmen and shippers are losing a 
^reat deal of money. Millions of bush¬ 
els ®l grain are held hack at Chicago 
and Duluth, and although there are 
vessels to carry it to Buffalo, the ves¬ 
sel owners will not take the risk of 
having their boats tied up here for an 
indefinite period. Much grain and 
package fieight is being shipped from 
hern by tho railroads, in an effort to 
keep (he blwkade down to as small 
proportions as possible.

THE GEORGIAN BAY ROUTE.

A despatch from PretOTla, Transvaal 
Republic, says:—The arreat at Johan- 
neaburg early Tuesday morning of 
Beven alleged former British officers, 
named Nicholls, Patterson, Tremlott, 
Ellis, Eries. Hooper and Mitchell, on 
the charge of high treason, has caused 
intense excitement here. The prison¬ 
ers Were brought to Pretoria by 
special train. After they had been 
lodged in jail they were visited by the 
British diplomatic agent here. The 
arrests were effected by a detec¬ 
tive who joined the movement, which. 
It is asserted, was for the purpose of 
enrolling men in order to caiise an out¬ 
break of rebellion. 

Incriminating documents were found 
upon the prisoners, and it is expected 
that further arrests will be made. 
NAMES OF THE ARRESTED. 

The officers arrested, who are eight 
in number, are Capt. Patterson, form¬ 
erly of the Lancers; Col. R. F. Nicholls, 
i Lieut. E. J. Tremlott; C. A. Ellis, lately 
a private detective at Johannesburg; 
Lieut. Johnall, formerly of the Horse 
Artillery; Quarter-master Mitchell, 
former Sergeant Eries and former Ser- 
j geant R. P. Hooper. None of them has 
been in the employ of the British South | 
Africa Chartered Company, li is said 
that the Commissioner of Police, who 
had the affair in hand, had been work¬ 
ing up the case for four months. Mr, j 
B?aly, the detective, who effected 
the arreais, received bis instructions . 
last week and received the necessary 
warrants on Monday. The Executive 
of the Transvaal is sitting in secret 
session this evening considering the 
arrests. | 

BOERS WERE WAITING FOR IT. j 

A despatch from London, says:—The 
advices from Johannesburg are also 
probably connected with a mysterious 
despatch received at Johannesburg 
from Pretoria on May 12, saying a 
special train fully equipped with Boer 
artillerymen, guns and a searchlight 
apparatus was being held in readiness 
at ihe capital of the Transvaal. The 
statement was then declared to be 
without significance, but Tuesday’s 
news throws a more serious light on 
the movement, and it is certain there 
will be a great sensation in London 
when the news of the arrests becomes 
generally known.

. A despatch from Montreal says:—A 
horrible murder was committed at 
Sorei, on the Bt. Lawrence, a short dip- 
tance below Montreal, about noon on 
Thursday. Colbort Olivier had a quar¬ 
rel with his wife and killed her. After 
committing the crime he called aX the 
Roman Catholic presbytery and told 
the priest iq attendance of the crime. 
He then surrendered himself to the 
police. The chief of police had the 
coroner notified, and then Olivier's 
house was visited. The door was found 
locked, but it was easily forced. On 
the floior of the back ^oom the body 
of Mrs. Olivier, nee Adeline Peloquin, 
was found in a half-naked condition, 
and partly covered by an old Union 
Jack. On the right temple a deep but 
narrow wound was discovered. In her 
right hand had been placed rather 
clumsily a pair of large scissors. 

The house in which the murder was 
committed is a small frame building, 
15 feet square, and divided into two 
rooms The front room was used as 
a store, and th&back room, where the 
body was found, was used as a bed- 
rom, kitchen, and general living 
room Evidently there had been a 
struggle before the woman was killed, 
for Olivier himself has wounds and 
scratches on his face. There were also 
scratches and small wounds on the 
body of the murdered woman. 

MARRIED A YEAR AGO. 

Olivier is a pensioner of the United 
States army, having served in the civil 
war He was married to the murdered 
woman only a year ago, she being his 
second wife. They did not get along 
well together, and within two weeks 
after their marriage they separated. 
Theu differences were patched up, but 
within the year they have been re¬ 
united and sex>arated three times. One 
of these reconciliations took place two 
days ago. 

Olivier, the murderer, is said by those 
who are intimate with him to be a 
man with a terrible temper, and it is 
reportecl that his first wife used to at 
times sleep with a revolver under her 
pillow, so afraid was she of being ill- 
used by him. It would appear that 
the murderer’s first movement after 
committing the deed, which happened 
shortlj' before 11 o'clock, was flight, 
and that the scissors were plfteed in 
the murdered woman’s hand to indi- 
catb suicids.

by British forces of the new territory, 
Kow Loon, opposite Hong Kong, has 
suddenly been renewed. About nine 
hundred men of the Hong Kong Regi¬ 
ment, with machine guns, are left 
here on Monday night, while the vol¬ 
unteers have been warned to be in 
readiness for any emergency. The Brit¬ 
ish sceonJ-class gunboat Swift, accom¬ 
panied by three other gunboats, is pro¬ 
ceeding to sea under sealed orders. 
These warships have five hundred men 
on board. 

Tbe territory back of ibe hinterland 
is alsc. disturbed, and Chinese troops 
have been sent there. 

TWO THOUSAND BRITISH. 

Later-In all, 1,35'J infantry soldiers, 
100 artillerymen, 50 engineers and 500 
marines have gone to the Kow Loon 
hinterland. The greatest secrecy is ob¬ 
served os to the plans of the British 
authorities, and nothing is definitely 
known regarding the actual destina¬ 
tion of the troops, but it seems evident 
that two detachments of troops will 
advance on Tai-Po-Fu and Deep Bay, 
cut off the rebels aud drive tlhem from 
the ceded territory. TLa gy<n- ve-seels 
engaged in (he opi'rations have been 
provisioned for eight days. Troops are 
patroWiug the European quarter of 
Kow Loon. It is reported that rebels 
from Tung-Kung invaded British ter¬ 
ritory Sunday evening and that two 
armed gangs robbed the City of Kow 
Loon. Hong Kong itself is quiet.

were addrest-ied by the I uder Postal 
Secretary, M. Mougeoi, who vainly 
urged them to return to work. The 
strikers responded by demand ng an 
increase of pay. , 

The poslofiice was besieged by 
business men, who dem.mded their let¬ 
ters. The sorting is being done by 
clerks who have been placed at the 
disposal of tbe iiostoffice authorities 
by the big commercial hou.ses and 
banks. They are under the direction 
of the auxiliary sortersi' The mail 
will then be delivered by soldiers 
conducted by policemeu. 'Ihe absence 
of a regular mail delivery has caused 
great disturbance in business cirjrles.

As the High Cuinmissioner 
points out, tlie ollicers originally 
ap])ointed to develop emigration work, 
have been largely .engaged in answer¬ 
ing inquiries upon trade matters and 
other cp.lest ions which are to-day 
greatly iireresting t'ho people of the 
Old Country, ‘ and in conse'pjence,” 
adds I-Oial Strathcona, “the leading 
clUoers Ijave become more in the nature 


once naturalised aod nationalised. As 
the years go by, the fact that be owes 
bis prosperity and his greatly improved 
position to British laws aod British 
institutions is brought forceably home 
to him by reading in his patent that 
he receives the land from the Crown, 
and he very quickly grows to feel that 
he is a Canadian and a member of the 
British Empire. Any honest qian no 
matter what his nationality, so long 
as he desires to earn an honest living, 
and is willing to till the soil, is a 
welcome addition to this western 
country and his arrival is a national 
blessing.’* While this comment 
obviously has reference to “foreigners” 
not speaking the Enlish tongue, it is 
worth bearing in mind that these are 
only a moderate proportion of the tens 
of thousands coming into the country. 
Of the 31,702 arrivals in the last com¬ 
plete fiscal year 20,727 were from the 
Old Country or the United States and 
2,108 were French or Geyman, leaving 
less than 10,000 “foreijgners,” as the 
term is used and understood in, this 
connection. The Anglo-Saxon race 
must indeed be losing its power to 
assimilate foreign elements into its 
constitution—the power which of all 
others has made it a mighty people 
that it is to-day if there is any danger 
from the introduction into Canada of 
of a few thousands industrious, 
intelligent, honest, and thrifty non 
PInglish speaking people from Southern 
Europe. •

AFTER MIDDLE AGE. 


The Thinaa That Should Be Done to 
Prolona Life. 

The causes that prolong life beyond mid¬ 
dle ago are some of them beyond the con¬ 
trol of the IndividuaL The inheritance ol 
sound organs from a rugged ancestry is an 
example of this kind.

The man of advancing years should con¬ 
tinue to indulge in bodily exercise, but lu 
moderation and not immediately after 
meals.

rival interests were sufficently 'Strong 
to defeat the bill by an overwhelming 
majority. 

While this incident in its details is 
a matter of purely local interests^, ^it 
assumes national importance from the 
fact that, according to the declaration 
of one of the oldest members of the 
House, Mr. George Casey the Liberal 
iiiernber from East Elgin, there has 
never been sutch an influential and 
persistent ‘‘lobby” as was engineered 
by the opponents of the bill. 

The political lobby is an essentially 
Yankee institution and one of the 
worst features in American politics. 
Tins is not the firs^ time that it has 
made itself felt in the corridors of 
Canadian Parliament, in fact very few 
measures affecting vested interests 
either favorably or adversely, come be¬ 
fore the Parliament without causing 
Lhe appearance of the smotjth-tongued 
and ubiquitous lobbyist. No better 
instance of this could be given than in 
the case of the Yukon Railway bill last 
season, when the notorious Livernash 
and his colleagues appeared in the 
interests of American coast transporta¬ 
tion companies, and succeeded in 
cajoling the Canadian Senate into re¬ 
fusing to give Canadian merchants 
facilities for getting the trade of ^tKe 
Yukon with . the aid of the railway 
route through our own^ country. In 
the very nature of things’*, the influence 
of the lobbyist must be in every sense 
pernicious, and the moral sense of the 
community should lie given in empha¬ 
tic support of their representatives in 
Parliament to resist and destroy so 
baneful an agency.

That hap¬ 
pens constantly at fires, so that it (is a 
very common thing to read in the 
newspapers about the heroism of %e 
men, and especially about small, mus¬ 
cular firemen, who fetch exceedingly 
heavy women out of burning buildings 
aud carry them down long laddere, 
No fireman minds bci^t.^ a hero, for he 
has plenty of eomf^any, and is not 
bothered by Overmuch admiration. 
Indeed, in every calling where the 
supply of danger is adequate heroes 
seem to abound. The New York Fire 
Department is full of heroes, tried and^ 
accredited, and tt i^ so with the firs

Less work re¬ 
quires less sleep, and physical labor re¬ 
quires more sleep than mental w^rk. On 
the other hand, long hours of sleep, com¬ 
bined with heavy eating, directly promote 
early old ago. 

Sensible rules of hygiene and temperate 
living in its broad sense tend to increase 
^ enjoyments of life as well as the length 
of It. The cultivation of the habit of 
avoiding worry, while not usually includ¬ 
ed among hygienic rules, is hardly exceed¬ 
ed in Importance by any other. 

ChecrfulnoBs and hopefulness are among 
the physician’s most valuable allies. Not 
only are they sometimes decisive in crit¬ 
ical stages of disease, but they have a di¬ 
rect and constant influence in postponing 
the weakness and decay which come with 
advancing years^—Youth’s Comi)anion,

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NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

Knowledge of what goes on In the 
Interior of Russia filtera slowly through^ 
to the outer world, and in the prooess 
what were facts to begin with often 
undergo such transformation as to en¬ 
title them to little credence. But 
the ) letters of correspondents that 
hayc escaped the censorship, and, more 
authoratire still, the statements of 
the Russian Journal, the "Viedomosti,” 
leave no doubt that a disastrous fam¬ 
ine is now prevailing in some of the 
most populous proiinoea of the em¬ 
pire. These provinces form two great 
blocks of territory divided by the Volga 
those to the east—Vyatka, Perm, Ufa 
and Samara, reaching from the river 
to the eastern boundary of European 
Russia. On the west the group, in¬ 
cludes parts of the provinces of Kazan, 
Tula and Ryazan, and all of Simbirsk, 
Saratoff, Voronezh, and Tamloff, 
thus forming a great block extending 
to the southern border of Moi^cow^ the 
solidity of which is broken only by the 
province of Penza, which has^ escaped 
the general destitution. Throtfghout 
this vast region, stretching from Mos¬ 
cow to the frontier of Ru.^sia, in Asia, 
and. more than ten degrees of latitude 
in width, with a poimlation of not less 
(hiii 25,OJO.OOO, the failure of the 
crops, last year, was the most com¬ 
plete within memory, more absolute 
even than that of 1891-92. 

As a result, the people are now in 
the midst of a famine, which in its dis¬ 
astrous effects, promises to ivceed the 
recent similar visitation in India, and 
any adequate relief of which until new 
cr,.,pd are reaped, seems wholly b'*yund 
the limit of human ability. Tue picture 
of ihrt distress ami suffering given by 
the “ Vied<-mosti,” is a most harrow¬ 
ing one, the iJeople in some districts 
being reduced to a diet of bread made 
of a little wheat mixed with chopped 
straw and brau and even to rco.s, 
weeds and acorns, with the result that 
the famine typhus and an acute form 
of scurvy have already become epide¬ 
mic.

If there .had been 
only one such case, that would have 
been appalling; but here is a multi¬ 
plication of w'rotchedness, an aggre¬ 
gation of miseries, a climax of horror. 
Two, four, six, eight, ten lepers. The 
healthy Christ standing as a centre 
in a periphery of ulcer and abscess I 
‘‘Well," you say; "Here is enough to 
employ a whole college* of surgeons. 
Let each of these desperate and con¬ 
firmed invalids have a separate doctor 
assigned to him.” Ah, no. Here is a 
physician who can cure ten as well 
as ope. Christ commands those ten 
men lo go up to the ‘Temple at Jerusa¬ 
lem, and show thom-selves for inspec¬ 
tion to the health officers. They 
start to go, and no sooner arc they 
started than the lethargy begins to go 
out of their limbs, and the faintness 
out of their head, and the matteration 
sloughs off, and the coated tongue is 
cleared, and the pulse Is quieted from 
ninety to seven! y. ^ etiid nian looks 
at hi.s foot, and sees that froi^Uoe to 
heel the skin is fair; and he lo^s at 
hi.s hand, and sees from >vrist to nail 
the flesh is roseate ; and he cries: ‘‘See, 
1 ^m all well T' So cry five of them;

The 
desire to eat the passovor made de¬ 
filement now especially odious to them. 
As preliminary to this feast leaven was 
ocrupuloualy removed from all Hebrew 
houses, but, of course, no attention 
would be paid lo this in Pilate’s house.

STREETS OF GLASS. 

Lyonfs France, lla^ Tried Ike Experiment 
Wll*i Auere.H'«. 

Not satisfied w'ilh’cobblestones and 
wood, the city of Lyons has been ex¬ 
perimenting with glass as a street 
pavement. Since last November the 
Rue do la Repbulique has been paved 
wiih devitrified glass. Tliis now pro¬ 
duct is obtained from broken glass 
healed to a lemperamie of l,2j0 de¬ 
grees and compressed in matrices by 
hydraulic force, ine glass p.ivemenl 
is laid in the form of blocks, 8 inches 
siiuare, each bloak containing 1C pans 
in the form, of checkers. These blocks 
arc so olo.seiy fitted ti>geiher that wa¬ 
ter cannot pass between them, and the 
whole iKivement It^oks like one gigan¬ 
tic drabght board. As a pavemeuL it 
is said lo hi>e gieater resistance than 
stone; it is a pi^or conductor of cold 
and ice will uoL form on it readily ; 
dirt does ri!»t accumulate upon it so 
easily as upon stone :ind it will not 
retain microbes. It i.s more durable 
than stone and just as cheap.

To ascertain 
when the cake is done press the cake 
gently with the finger. If it is firm 
to the touch and leaves no dent, it 
is done, or the surer way is to hold 
the pan clase to the ear; if there is 
no noise inside the cake is done. 

The ice box -should be washed, 
scalded and wiped and the waste pipe 
flushed with salt soda water twice 
each w'eek. No food must spill in it, 
Ku«l a fresh lump of charcoal each 
month will absorb any fKig/sible odors. 

If you want to be healthy eat 
spinach. >The specialists have dis¬ 
covered that this plant is the ‘ most 
precious of vegetables.”

When the dre.ss 
coin's from the wash the stain will 
have completely vanished. All ctains 
of wine, fruit and colored juices of 
vegetables will yield to this treat¬ 
ment. Another method to remove 
stains is to s. retch the linen over a 
tub. pour very hot water from a dis¬ 
tance on Htiiiii- till they din.ippear. 
Soak a few minutes ui clear water; 
wash with .soap, iii»n pat in boiler 
with cold water and soap p(»\vder; 
scald, then rin.so. 

MoIti.Hses will remove grass stains 
from woolens. Rub in and iin.se in 
clear isatei. To remove ink stains 
.soak in ripe tomato juice. 

The majority of housekeepers say 
that it IS not a good plan to soak 
clothes over night. When the water 
is cold it sets the dirt. The best 
way is to fill the tub half full with 
good warm water, with a wineglass- 
ful of ammonia, and soak the clothes 
ten minutes, pound and wring out. Tut 
in another tub fixed the same way; 
rub clean with soap; seald, rinse in 
clean wafer, then blue; wiring in a 
wringer and hang in the sunshine. 

The kitchen floor should be serubb- 
eil with .‘•oap and a little soda. .\fn‘r 
dishes are wash'd the sink must be 
cleaned at once with soda and jilenty 
of boiling water. Hange.s .'•hould be 
elenned and polished evi'ry niirht.

They are then the most at¬ 
tractive, and remain longest in per¬ 
fection. 

TO REMOVE STAINS. 

Stains on painted wood caused by 
spatters of mortar or lima may be re¬ 
moved by rubbing with lemon' juice; 
the paint will resume its original 
color, and a little furniture oil well 
rubbed in will restore the lustre. An 
easy way to remove all stains from 
table linen is by rinsing the stains in 
clear, cold rain water, then washing 
immediately in boiling water in the 
washing machine. When warm 
water is used for washing by machine 
or by hand, the linen may be placed 
in the boiler and covered with cold 
rainwater, then allowed to boil a few 
minutes. Every stain will disappean, 
and it is ready for the wash. For 
washing windows I have found noth¬ 
ing easier or better than ammonia. It 
is weakened with rain water as little 
as it IS possible over it, rubbed over 
the glass with a soft cloth, dried and 
in a few minutes polished. This 
leaves the gloss, beautifully clear. 
Turpentine is invaluable in cleaning 
I \Nood and gilt frames. Apply with 
Cloth or brush and dry with soft cloth. 
A bottle of hard or finishing oil 
should be kepi in every home. Its 
application where needed bn furni¬ 
ture or frarpes saves much of me 
extra hard work at housecleaning.

Cedar chests are beyond the reach of 
those who can, by iho aid of a pound 
I Oi pure camphor properly distributed 
in bags of cloth, keep off the enemy. 
’ Rofore the camiihor i.s used the clothes 
.should be hung out in the air and su.n 
for a day to induce the inmates, if 
i such there are, to come out and be 
j killed. New.si>aper poisons them too, 
and by the time the camiihor reaches 
I th* organ.s of the common scourge, it 
ought to be rendered harmless.

The International Council of Women 
is a federation of national councils or 
unions of women formed in various 
countries for the promotion of unity 
and mutual understanding between 
all awociations of women working for 
the pommon welfare of the community. 
The preamble to the constitution in¬ 
dicates the main bonds that unite the 
members of the International couhcil. 
Jt runs as follows: ”We, women of all 
nations, sincerely believing that the 
bt«t good of humanity will be advanced 
by greater unity of thought, symi»- 
thy and purpose, and that an organiz¬ 
ed movement of women will best con¬ 
serve the highest good of the family 
ami of the state, do hereby bond our¬ 
selves together in a confederation of 
workers, to further the application of 
the golden rule to society, custom and 
law.” 

The objects of the International coun¬ 
cil, as stated in the constitution are 
to provide a means of communication 
between women’s organizations in all 
countries, and further, to provide op¬ 
portunities for women to meet togeth¬ 
er from all parts of the world to con¬ 
fer upon questions relating to the 
family and the comraonw'ealth. 

The formation of this society, ^fhat, 
since it’s inception ha.s so grown, so 
broadened that now it has become a 
power in (he world, was due to a com- 
'panj of earnest women, who, after con¬ 
sultation with friends in England and 
France, decided to convene a repre¬ 
sentative assembly of delegates, from 
a.s many flauntries as possible, at Wash¬ 
ington in 1888, to consider the possi¬ 
bility of organizing International and 
national councils of women. This as¬ 
sembly elected as its first officers. 
President, Mrs. Fawcett ; vice-presi¬ 
dent, Mi.ss Clara Rarton, of the Red 
. Cross Society ; and corresponding sec- 
i retary, Mrs. Foster Avery. On the 
same occasibn the National Council of 
Women of the United States was form¬ 
ed with Mias Francis Willard as its 
president. 

For five years after its inception the 
International council as such, did not 
make any definite move forward. But 
in 1893 it accepted the invitation of

Mr. Rexford, “so much for the decora- 
tl n of the garden as we do for the 
flowers the^ furnish for other pur¬ 
pose's. \\ hile they Lick the size of the 
June and the hybrid perpetual roses 
and are thus sometimes considered in¬ 
ferior by those whose standard of judg¬ 
ment is quantity rather than quality, 
it is equally true that they combine 
in a greiit degree the finest attributes 
of the ideal rose. They have that 
sublie, delicate, delicious fragrance 
which we recognize as the most ex¬ 
quisite of all odors, and they have a 
beauty of color and form that makes 
them a flower for iKjets to sing about 
aud artists to delight in painting. 

'1 choose for my loses a sunny and. 
well-drained location. A loam that is ! 
laiher stiff with clay is better than ; 
a soil containing a good deal of sand. | 
Raises like to feel the earth firm about j 
ihc-ir roots. And it miu<i be rich. 

J his is of tlio utmost importance. If , 
not naturally so—and few soils con-, 
tain enough plant food to supply the' 
demand of the plant, which like all j 
roses is a grass feeder—it must be j 
made so. The best of all foods for 
roses is old, well rotted cow manure, | 
but finely ground bone meal is a good i 
substitute. Use a pound of the lat- . 
ter to every square yard'of earth.] 
Have the ground well worked up be-, 
fore the arrival of your plants, which i 
will generally be about the first or , 
ihe middle of May. When they come ' 
spread them (>ut on the floor without 
unwrapping them from thef moss or 
paper in which each is wrapped, and 
Wet them well. Apply enough wa¬ 
ter to thoroughly saturate the soil con- 
laining the roots. After sundow'n 
put them in the grtund. In planting, 
disturb the roots as little as possible. 
Pack the soil very firmly about them. 
This is imporUnt, as roses never do 
weH when loosely planted. Water 
them well after planting, and shade 
them next (L»y if the sun is hot. 

• As s«xm as they show signs of 
growth go over the plants and cut 
them back to the ‘strongest bud on 
each branch. As soon as new roots 
arc developed and get a hold on the 
soil shoots will be sent out which will 
prf>duoe flowers. It will therefore be 
seen that these roses begin to blos¬ 
som very soon after planting. ^ 

“When a shoot biis developed all its 
flowers cut it back to at least two- 
thir'ls its length. This generally 
leads to the production of a new' shoot 
from the base of the old one and this 
in turn wall produce flowers. If the 
ground uj kept rich the plants, by 
being well fed and by reptnited cutting 
back will be kept growing throueh the 
se;ison, and as long as they grow they 
will bloom, for it is a duiracteristic ol 
this class that every new shoot will 
btuir a crop of flowers. 

“The important things to do, then,

This as¬ 
sembly elected as its first officers, 
President, Mrs. Fawcett; vice-presi- 
denf, Mi.ss Clara Barton, of the Red 
Cr^jss Society ; and corresponding sec¬ 
retary, Mrs. Foster Avery. On the I 
same orcasibn the National Council of j 
Worn*'!! of the United States was form- j 
ed with Miss Francis Willard as its 
president. 

For five years after its inception the 
International council as such, did not 
make any definite move forward. But 
in 1893 it accepted the invitation of 
the Women's Branch of the World’s 
Congre-sses. held in connection with the 
Chicago fair, to hold its first quinquen¬ 
nial meeting in that city. Women 
workers belonging to over thirty dif¬ 
ferent nationalities responded to this 
Invitation, many of them being pres¬ 
ent in an official sense, and the result 
of this meeting of the International 
council was that a large number of 
thns^ present returned to their own 
countries pledged to form national 
cotincils 41 ^ women in harmony with 
the constitutional provisions of the In¬ 
ternational council. Two meetings of 
the executive committee have since 
been held in London, the results of 
whose deliberations will be laid before 
the international council at the forth¬ 
coming London conference. 

As the result of that work at the 
Chicago fair, national councils hare 
beer formed in Canada, United States, 
Germany, Sw'eden, Great Britain. Ire¬ 
land, New Zealand, New South Wales, 
Italy, France, Holland, Denmark, Bel¬ 
gium, Finland and Switzerland. In 
thp higher body the.se national councils 
are represented by their presidents and 
two delegates, and the executive is ! 
formed of the presidents of each Na-1 
lional Council, together with the elect¬ 
ed officers of the International Council, i 

By those knowing little of the hopes ’ 
and desires of achievement entertained 
by the women that go to form this 
great s(»iety, the question has bften 
been asked, “Has the society identi¬ 
fied itself with any one or more move- ' 
me^t.s ?’’ The answer is “No.” The 
council is expressly forbidden to do so 
in its constitution, which docs not al¬ 
low it to be formed in the interests 
of any one propaganda. This was par- ] 
ticularly guarded against by its origi¬ 
nators, who, although all adherents of ' 
the temperance and women’s suffrage, 
movements, provided expressly against 
either the national or international 
councils espousing either those or any ] 
other controversial questions. 

Notwithstanding this holding aloof 
from questip6s and isms, the results of I 
the inHufiiice of the international coun- | 
cil offer between adherents of es.sen- 
tially different faiths, races, parties, | 
an(1 of having provided a center around 
which all who desire to labor for the 
good of humanity can unite for the 
common cause. 

Of the national organizations, it has 
beer, claimed that they have collected 
and spread correct information concern¬ 
ing w'omen’s work, its neerfs and its 
improvements.

Dawson Fire Swept. 

Another disastrous fire visited Dawson 
City, this time fairly wiping out tbe entire 
businesB centre of the town, creating losses 
that will aggregate 81,000,000, with not a 
dollars’a worth of insurance on any of the 
great loeses. The news was telegraphed 
over wires from Bennett on Sunday by tbe 
special correBpondent of The Daily Alaskan, 
who received it from a man nara^ Tokales 
who had just reached Bennett frofn a long 
and nerilons trip ont from Dawson over 
broken trails, open rivers and dangerous 
lakes. Mr. Tokales reports that the fire 
occurred on April 21, in tbe very heart of 
the businees centre of tbe city, commencing 
near tbe 0[)era House, on the waterfront, 
and spreading with unusual rapidity, 
driven by a strong wind, destroying every¬ 
thing in its way on that stieet, down to and 
including .Donahue A Smith’s establish¬ 
ment and taking in all of the waterfront 
buildings abreast of the same block. In 
other words, the fire crossed the street, 
burned through and spread over to Second 
street covering tbe principal business^ 
portion of Dawson, leaving it all in ashas, 
with the firemen helpless and powerless to 
do anything. The fire consamed every¬ 
thing from Timmin’s Koyal Cafe down to 
and opposite Fairview Hotel. The fire was 
the most disastrous that has ever visited 
Dawson. Every building burning like 
tinder, due to tbe fact that they have been 
standing for nearly two years and the logs 
are as dxy as powder. The fire spread with 
such g^at rapidity that the citizens 
appears jTpanic-Btrioken and unable lo save 
anythingUn the way of furniture, goods and 
clothing, bo that the losses, when f(x}ted up, 
promise to be even greater than at first 
estimated.

The Trackmen Strike. 

On Monday morning the Grand Trank 
Railway found a strike on its hands, when 
1800 trackmen over the system in Canada 
laid down their tools and refused to work 
until their demands bad been granted. 

Tbe following is the present scale of wages : 
h oreman, 81-50 ; men, 81 per day ; but from 
this is deducted from 2 to 3 cents daily for 
insurance, thus reducing tbe amounts to 
81.47 ann 98 cents respeotively. Besides 
this, it is alleged that tbe men are, at times, 
on duty 15 and 17 hours per day, and no 
overtime is allowed. The trackmen 
demand a raise of tweuty-five cents per day 
to all permanent employees. That the 

wages of men employed on snowplonghs sworn never to rt-angage wil 
and scrapers be : Foreman, 8.'1 per day of 
ten hours, trackmen, $2 per day of ten 
hours, That tbe hours of work on Satur¬ 
day be from 7 a m. io 12 a.m. and 1 p.m. 
to 4 p.m. the men to receive a full day’s 
pay for the same. A deputation of tbe 
employees of the engineering department 
waited on Mr. Morse, superinlendant 
locomotive department on Monday and 
demanded an increase in their remuner¬ 
ation, which, they allege, is insufficient.

Liner Paris Ashore 
The Americon steamer Paris, Captain 
Watkins, Bontbampton and Cherbourg for 
New York, strack on an outlying ridge of 
the Manacles on Bnnday at a point half a 
mile from where the wrecked Atlantic 
liner Mohegan lies. The Paris, which 
sailed from Bontbampton yesterdsy, called 
at Cherbourg and picked up 50 paasengera- 
Bbe left Cherboarg at 6 o'clock Baturday 
evening. Boon after 1 o'clock on Bunday 
at high tide and iu a dense fog ran asbor^. 
From the first there was no danger. Life¬ 
boats and tugs were soon litterally swarm¬ 
ing around the vessel to render assistance. 
A majority of the passangers, who number¬ 
ed 380, were brou^t to Falmouth, where 
they obtained lodgings for the night. Tbe 
first intimation of the vessel’s striking the 
rocks was a slight grating sound, which 
was followed by a second and more pro¬ 
nounced shock. The lookout shouted that 
there was something looming up ahead, 
but before there was time to reverse tbe 
engines the ship had gone on the rocks, 
two hundred yards from' shore. Assistance 
was summoned by means of rockets, and 
the coast guards promptly telpehoned to 
the lifeboat station for boats. A majority 
of the passangers were not aware that an 
accident had happened until they were 
called op by the stewards. On reaching 
the«deck they found the ship’s boflAs in per¬ 
fect readiness for their reception. Tbe sea 
was perfectly calm., and the only discomfort 
that the passengers experienced was oansed 
by tbe slight rain that was falling at tbe 
time. Owing to the calmness of the sea tbe 
boats could managed with entire safety. 
Perfect order prevailed aboard tbe vessel. 
Captain Watkins stood on tbe bridge giving 
orders, and his calmness of demeanor had 
a reassnring effect on tbe passangers. In 
accordance with tbe instrnctions of the 
captain, tbe women and children were the 
first to he taken off the ship. Such perfect 
order was maintained that a passanger 
described tbe scene as simply a slow pro¬ 
cession of women and children walking in 
single file to tbe boats. At daybreak tbe 
position of the vessel oonld be discerned. 
The brilliant Bt. Anthony light at tbe en¬ 
trance of Falmouth harto oonld be dis¬ 
tinguished plainly tbrongh the misty rain, 
and tbe still standing masts of the ill-fated 
Mohegan conldbe seen near by. It is said 
that a Falmouth pilot boat showed a 
warning signal to tbe Paris, telling the 
captain that he would pot the vessel on top 
of the Mohegan if he did not alter the 
course of the ship. Tbe warning, however, 
came too late, and tbe Paris struck oe a 
ridge to the westward of tbe Manacles. 
Tbe scene of the wreck is about five miles 
from Falmouth. When the dawn broke 
every one on board was relieved to find tbe 
shore on one side and lifeboats lying near by 
on the other. The vessel lay with her head to 
the southwest, the reversing of her engiaes 
having pat her broadside on tbe rocks. 
The dangers of tbe vicinity were strikingly 
brought home to the passengers and crew 
^by tbe masts of the wrecked steamer Mo- 
began which were sticking ont of tbe wat^r 
and by a miserable bell bnoy which tolls 
almost constantly as though sounding a 
death knell. Captain Watkins went 
ashore in his gig, and when he retnrned he 
learned that there w&s already ooniiderable 
water in the hold, and that tugs wbiol/had 
arrived stood in readiness for an emer-* 
genoy. All the passengers were transferred 
to tbe tug Dragon, but beyond the clothes 
they wore they tohk nothing with them. 
They were landed at Falmouth shortly 
after 7 o’clock, tbe local agents of the 
American line meeting them and providing 
th^m with every care and quartering them 
at the various hotels and the Sailor’s 
Home.
